Item V 

1 Novelty 

The subject matter of claims 1 -4, 7-1 0, 1 3-1 6, 1 8-32, 35-36 and 39 is not regarded as 
new in the sense of Article 33(2) PCT. 

D1 already discloses a process for the manufacture of particles with a certain size 
comprising the steps of mixing water with the dry powder mixture to form a paste, 
extruding the paste, spheronizing the extrudate and drying the spheronized particles 
which have a diameter in the range of 1000 to 1400 [im (see example 1). The dry 
powder mixture comprises the active prednisolone metasulphobenzoate, up to 20% 
of croscarmellose sodium, up to 50% of lactose and e.g. 40% of microcrystalline 
cellulose (see column 4, lines 7-10 and example 1). 

D2 describes a process for the manufacture of carvedilol pellets consisting of the 
same process steps as mentioned in D1 (see example 1). The highest amount of 
water added for the granulation step is equal to 81 .8% of the powder mixture (see 
example 5). 90% of the resulting pellets have a diameter in the range of 600 to 1200 
[xm (see paragraph [0029]). 

Hence, the subject matter of present claims 1 -4, 7-10, 13-16, 18-32, 35-36 and 39 is 
not new. 

2 Inventive step 

The subject matter of claim 1-39 does not involve an inventive step in the sense of 
Article 33(3) PCT. 

The problem to be solved in the present application is the provision of an alternative 
process for the manufacture of pellets with a certain range of size.

The solution provided is the use of water in an amount of 1 80-1 90% of the 
component composition.

Since the resulting 
particles have the same size as the ones of the present application, the Examining 
Division Is not able to appreciate the presence of an inventive step. 
Therefore, the Applicant is kindly requested to submit data showing that the present 
dosage form has superior properties when compared to the prior art. 

3 Industrial applicability 

The subject matter of claims 1-39 is industrially applicable in the sense of Article 
33(4) PCT.
